WAITER S. VOSBURGH SUGGESTS CHANGE IN 
EASTERN SCALE OF WEIGHTS. 

Twenty Years Have Elapsed Without Alterations — 
Advanta^ with Younger Horses Under Present 
Scale — Three -Year- Olds Profit Most. 
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COMFOETABLE AGGREGATE WON FOR H. W. SAGE BY HIS 
GOOD BAND OF STEEPLECHASERS THIS YEAR 



New York. Doooml>or 21. — In the opinion of Wal- 
ter H. Vosburgli. ottifial linndicapper of the Jo<-key 
it is lime tiie scale of weiglits in the east 
l»«* revised. .Mr. Voshiirgh calls attention to the 
faet tliat tliere has lH*en no revision in scale of 
\v«‘ights in iweiil.v .vears. 

“'J'uenty years iiave elai»sed.” says Mr. Vos- 
hnrgh, **sinee tli«*re has l»een a revisi<m of the 
eastern scale of weights. In all human affairs re- 
vision has l)e<>n foninl constantl.v necessary in onler 
to adapt them to present con<litions. States hold 
<-onstitntional c<»nventions at stated ix*riods to re- 
vise their constitutions and r«*nder them applicable 
to new conditions constantly arising. Tlie Rules of 
Racing have, from time to time, lH*en amended, bnt 
since ISiMJ no Iteration lias l>een made in the scale 
of weights for age. 

*‘It is certain the .Tockey ("lub would have long 
sinee revised the scale, but for tlie legislation that 
laused a Kus|M*nsio!i of racing for a eonsiderable 
lM*riod. When racing was resumed, the need of 
revision was not pressing — then* were no weiglit- 
for-age raws, the class of tin* horses too inferior, 
ronsi'ipiently. there were little <dse than handicaps 
and selling ra<*«*s. Rut now londitions are better. 
The <lass of horses is lx*tter. stakes of value ami 
importance are lading offered and it is likely a n*- 
vision of the scale will be considered. 

••When, in the Amerieau .Io< ke.v ('lub’s ruhvs 

bt'c-ame the <*o<le of eastern racing, the scale was a 
very simple one. At weights- for-age, at all dis- 
t;iiices. two-.vear-olds carrieil sevent.v-five iMuinds; 
lhree-y« ar-olds, ninet.v pounds lafter Septemlau- 1. 
ninety-five pounds! ; four- year-olds. lOS iMuimls: 
f ive-.vear-ohls, 114 pounds, and six-year-olds. 118 
Iioiiuds. This covered all months of the year. In 
raees exclusively for two-.vear-olds. 100 imiinds, 
and for three-year-olds, 110 fKiiinds were the 
weights. 

•*Th<* first revision was in 1870. when a sliding 
scale was adopted; the weights clianging each 
imndh except in the case <»f fonr-.vear-olds, which 
was 118 pounds throughout tin* season. The w’eiglits 
for two-year-olds wen* raised to 110 iHiuuds and 
three -year-olds to IIS inmnds. In l88i the scale 
was again revised and in 1888 a further revision 
was made. This held until 1890. when the present 
.lo<key ('lull issued the scale which has been in 
use ever sinc<*. 

•Tiider normal conditions, the present scale 
would i>»* satisfactory. Rut now horses are raced 
so fre<iuentl.v that, b.v the time ;i horse reaches 
his tliird or fourth season of racing, lie has l>«*gun 
to lose his sjM*ed. The conseiiuem-o is tliat under 
the present scale the average four, five or six- 
year-old is at a distinct disadvantage. For the 
jiast fifteen years the three -year-olds have won 
;i majority of tlie weight -for-age race.s. Kven in 
tlie handicaps the sni>eriority of the three-j’ear- 
olds has lH*cn apiiareut. I can rememlK*r tlic time 
wlien horsemen said no three- yea r-ol<! could win 
llie Rrooklyu Handicap. None Jiad. although inan.v 
iiad tried; hut sinc<* then they have. Fourteen 
renewals of the race Iiad liecn niu before Foiiroy 
won it. and since then Irish Lad, Superman, Celt 
and Friar Rock. 

“In recent years it has become a common mat 
ter to see a three-year-old witli top weight in llie i 
ini]>ortaiit handicaps and winning them. The Man- j 
ager did; so did Roamer and Stromlioli. Fifteen 
.years ago such a tiling would not have i)een be- 
lieved jKissihie. It is daily more apparent that 1 
.a good three -year -old lias a deeiiled advantage over 
older horses under the present scale, unless in an 
exeepti<nial ease, or where the older horse lias 
been oiil.v imalerately raeed. 

“As regards two-.vear-olds. their advantage over 
older horses under tlie present scale is quite pro- 
noiiiieed. M.v attention was first directed to this 
as long ago as the autumn of 189o. Ren Rrush, a 
1 w'o-year-old. was entered for an all-aged Iieavy 
haiidieap at Gravesend, three-quarters. I allotted 
liim 108 {KHinds. There was a gowl entry, bnt all 
‘serati-ln*<r hut four. Meeting M. F. Dwyer, owner 
of Ren Rrush, I remarked: 

•* ‘Onl.v four starters for the handicap.* 

“ ‘Yes; ni.v colt has scared them all out,* he re- 
plied. laugiiitig. ‘They think you have led him in 
too lightly.* 

“ ‘I thouglit he had all he deserved,* I answered. 
“ ‘He has — .ves; of course he’s giving them all 
weight and age,’ 

“ ‘He’s conceding Lneania eleven pounds and she 
is one of the b<*st tliree-year-old fillies of the year,* 

I observed, 

“ ‘Well.* resiKYnded Mr. Dwyer, *I expect him 
to win. hut for all that I think as a two-year-old 
against old horses and in the mud, too, he has all 
tlie w’eiglit he can carry.* 

“I was wrong, for Reii Rrush won oasil.v. That 
autumn I believe he could have given away his 
year and a beating to any three -year -old in train- 
ing. 

“At the Morris Park meeting, which followed, 
I w'is furnished additional evidence if the ability 
Ilf the two -year -olds to defeat older horses under 
the scale. Mr. Relmont’s Refugee, two years old. 
with eighty-seven pounds, won at a mile, heating 
Reldeiin re. four years old, 110 imunds; RuhK*on. 
four years old. 117 i>ounds; Buckrene, four years 
old. 100 iHiuiids: I.^inplighter, six years old. 

108 i>oiinds, and otliers. Three days later. 
Refugee at three-quarters, with 128 iKuiiids, de- 
feated a field conceding thirteen ]K)uiids actual 
weight to a three-year-old. A few days later 
Refugee, with only ninety-four pounds, was only 
lieaten a neck by Lucania, four years old, with 
108 pounds. At the same mc'eting Prince Lief, 
two years old, with eighty -nine pounds, won at 
one mile and an eighth, easily defeating Lucania, 
three years old. 104 pounds; and Lucania won the 
Withers Stakes the same meeting. 

“During the Morris Park Autumn meeting the 
following year (1896) Challenger, two years old, 
won the Fordhara Handicap, with 109 pounds, 
lieating Arapahoe, five years old, 104 pounds; 

. Rraiidywine, four years old, 130 pounds, and others. 

i Cleophus, two years old, W’lth 109 pounds, at five 
and one-half furlongs, defeated Tremargo, three 
vears old, 114 pounds; Bonaparte, three-years old, 
*115 pounds, and others. Typhoon, two years old, 
118 pounds, at six and one-half furlongs, de- 
feated Brandywine, four years old, 126 pounds, and 
others. Divide, two years old, won a mile handi- 
cap with 124 pounds, conc*cding weight to a field 
of old horses. 

“But the Morris Park Autumn meetmg of 1899 
was the occasion of my proving what two-year-olds 
could do with older horses; and it was a rout. 
Pupil, two years old, 107 pounds, w’on at five fur- 
longs. beating St Calatine, four years old, 110 
founds, and four others. Herbert, two years old, 
93 pounds, won at a mile from old horses among 
them Charentus, five years old, 109 pounds, De- 
canter, four years old, 112 i^ounds. and others. War- 
ing. two years old, with 108 imunds, won the Bronx 
Handicap, at six furlongs, beating Muskadine. four 
vears old, 113 pounds; Richard J., four years old, 
il8 iiouuds; Previous, four years old, 135 pounds, 
and Trillo, four years old, 110 iM>unds. King’s 
C<»urier, two years old, 109 pounds, won a three- 
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Of the timbertoppers doing service across countr.v for H. W. Sage this year, the Out of Roach geld- 
ing. PelM'to. was lM*st !ind a dowiiriglit good one in his hr.iuclt of racing. Included in his five victories 
were smli closed events of liigh ini|»ort:iiice in stocplcciiasing as the Mcadowlirook, Saratoga and Harbor 
Hill Ciqi slccpleidiases. so all around it was more titan .-;atisfactor.v to own him. Asbb* from liis major 
eontrilnitioii to the earnings of the staltle Pchi*to was ably supplemented h.v tlie comfortalile sums added 
by Martian. The Rnsik and Oiincad. The BiiKik Iteiiig a young foreigner of esi»ccial promise, which may 
develop into a lelehrit.v in time. Two otlu*rs itronglit from altroad. Simon .loiies and Rrotherstoiie. wen* 
not suecessful this year, hut should Ik* acclimated and able to do better in their line of emleavor next 
year.

JOCKEY CLUB MEETING ON JANUARY 12. 

Date Set for Annual Session at Which Rules Will 
Be Revised — New York Racing Gossip. 



Now York, December 21.-— On .Taimary 12 racing 
folk will know just what rues they will iiave to 
reiognize. wlien racing horses in the east. Tliat is 
the day set for the annual meeting of tlie .lockey 
('Inh. when the proiKised changes of the rules eom- 
mittee will Is* discussed and passed niioii. It is 
not »)elieved that all the iiienilKTs of the Jockey 
Club will Ik* present, bnt there will Ik* sufficient 
votes to take action. 

The general impression was that the stewards 
onlj* wonhl adopt or reject the changes suggested 
by the committee. Such is not the case. The 
niemlKTs of the Jockey Club are the censors al- 
though the views of the stewards practically domin- 
ate in smdi matters. 

It is more than probable that all the proposed 
amendments and extractions from the old rules will 
pass as published, as the officers of the Jockey 
rinb are thoroughly versed in the matter. Pnless 
there are some decided grounds for a change in any 
of the clauses from those published in the Racing 
Calendar, the iKM.k will Ik* sent to press as it 
stands immediately after the meeting. 

Harvej- McKenna, well-known in racing circles, 
went direct from Baltimore to Tijuunn. That he 
is satisfied with the si>ort there is gleaned from 
his corresponding friends in this city. “The liest 
jiroof that he likes it is the fact that he displays 
no intention of coming back here,’* was the remark 
of one of Ills colleagues.

HOW THEIR PRAYERS AVAILED. 

story of the efficacy of prayer is told by 
The Times of India. The nuns of a certain 
charitabl;* institution at Calcutta had an omnibus 
horse that had done much useful serviie. In course 
of time the horse died, mneh to the grief of the 
good ladies, whom he had served so faithfully 
and well. The providing of a siicees.sor was the 
next problem, and, as funds were short, the nuns 
decided to resort to prayer. They pniyeil long and 
earn(‘stl 3 * for a horse, and one morning tlu|y dis- 
covered a horse grazing on the law’n, w'hieh, in 
due course, was hariiessod to the omnibus, A few 
days later the institution wais visited by a promi- 
nent citizen, the owner of a number of race horses 
and a supiiorter of charity. He claimed the onini- 
hiis horse as one of his racers, in spite of the 
protest of the mins that it had been sent them in 
response to their earnest prayers. He was good 
enough, liow’cver, to give them a n*al omnibus 
horse to replace the horse that he had claimed, so 
the nuns still hold that their prayers availed. 



quarters of a mile handicap for all ages, defeating 
Soiichoii. three years old, 98 pounds: Admiration, 
three years old. 123 pounds; St. Cloud, five years 
old. 122 pounds, and Heliobas. three years old, 114 
IM>unds. King’s Courier won by three lengths. Ac- 
cording to the scale he conceded Soiichon 81 pounds. 
Waring in his race conceded (constructively I 18 
IKiunds to Muskadine, which defeated Ethelbert at 
the same meeting. 

“The race lietween Plaudit and Ben Brush at 
Gravesend in 1897 created a sensation at the time. 
It was at one and a sixteenth miles. Plaudit, 
two years old, with 90 pounds, made all the running 
and defeated Ben Brush, four .years, old, 126 iwunds. 
b.v a head. According to the scale, he conceded 
Ben Brush one iwund, and Ben Brush was the 
champion racer of that season. The race at 
Rheepshead Bay in 1903 b<*t\veen The Minute Man. 
two years old. 92 pounds, ami McChesuey, four 
.vears old. 122 inmnds, at one mile was similar. 
MeChesney was a favorite. 5 to 3 on, hut The 
Minute Man won as he liked, conceding MeChesney 
seven pounds by the scale. At iKiurel in 1912 Yan- 
kee Notions, two years old. 99 iKuinds, roneeded to 
such older horses as Sir John Johnson, five pounds; 
Housemaid. thirt*K*n pounds, and Rose Queen, seven- 
teen pounds. At Laurel in 1914 Sharpshooter, two 
vears old conceded fifteen |K>unds to Hester Prynne, 
twent.v-four iKiunds to Springboard, twenty-one 
pounds to Isidora and twenty-eiglit pounds to Pard- 
ner. 

“In recent years the two-year-olds have not 
started against older horses as frequently, as they 
did in the years mentioned. And for a good reason 
— the races for two-year-olds exclusively have in- 
creased to such an extent that they need not go 
out of their own class. Racing secretaries find 
that races exclusively for two-year-olds fill better 
than any others. At Saratoga last season, out of 
145 races, 47 were for two-year-olds; at Belmont 
Park Autumn meeting. 28 out of 72; at Havre de 
Grace. 42 out of 119; at Laurel, 52 out of 182. Even 
as n*t*ently as the Laurel meeting, iq a race at one 
mile, Koh-i-uoor, two years old, 90 pounds, was 
only beaten a head by Capra, 4 years old, 113 
pounds, and then only by the inability of the little 
boy who rode her to a finish w’lth Shuttinger. 

“It is needless to cite more instances. 1 have 
cited enough to show that, at the present scale, 
the two and three-year-olds appear to have an 
advantage over the older horses. I might cite 
Africander’s Suburban, or Sysonby’s Great Republic 
and Annual Champion, and a host of others, all 
tending to show* that the younger horses prevail, 
but if those are too remote for the purpose, I need 
only cite such “modern instances’* as Friar Rock’s 
Brooklyn, Suburban and Saratoga Cup; Dodge win- 
ning with top weight in the all-aged haudieaps. 
and gallant little Spur conceding- his year in weight 
to the best old horses in training, and fighting it 
out with them at the winning post.'* 



Sportsman Talk;^ of His Futurity Victory and His 
Disqualification in Flatbush Stakes. 



The (’:(nadii:n Sportsman has the following to 
sa.v of Martiinas: 

Martimas was by imported Candlemas — Biggonet. 
and was purchased h.v the late William Heii- 
drie :it a Ne,*.' York sale as a yearling. His first 
start was at Fort Erie, where he won the Niagara 
Stakes, and l>efore the meeting w’as over added 
another stake to his i-redit. He w’as then shipi»ed 
to Sar:*toga, where he ran twice, hut failed to get 
inside the money. After that he won a stake event 
at Montreal, from when* In* was shipiied to Sheeps - 
head Bay and won the Futurity in a field of 
twenty-two of the lK*st two-year-olds in training 
that .vear. The horses were an hour and thirty -five 
miiiiites at the Twst and some of the exiierts eredited 
Martimas’ victor.v to that, but a few weeks later he 
gave weight to practieally the same horses in the 
Fhitbnsh. and oiici* more pram-ed home in fnuit, 
after leading from the start, hut for some unknown 
le.-ison he was disqualified. The disipialification W’as 
far from being iKipular and New York turf writers 
to this day n*fer to it as an injustk-e to the horse 
and to the late William Hendrie, who always con- 
sidered Martimas the lK*st horse he ever owned. 

In the Futurity Martimas Avas not eonceded a 
cliance. and islds of 60 to 1 were l:ii»l against him, 
with till* Canadian contingent getting down strong. 
Aftir liis disqualification in tin* Flatbush the stew- 
ards approached the late William Jleiidrie and of- 
fered an o»>olog.v for tlieir action, hut Ids reply Avas 
sliort and iminted. 

“(Jentlemen,’’ lie said, “I do not care for your 
imrse. 1 am satisfied that I Iiave the best horse, 
and that is Avliat I am racing for.” 

As a tAvo -year-old lie also won the Rancho Del 
Paso Stakes and in the Great Eastern Haridieup was 
lM*aten h.v Black Venus and Etliell>ert, after carry 
iag an impost of 128 pounds. 

His greatest performance as a two-jear-old was 
proliahl.v in tlie Ranclio lb*! Paso Stakes, in wliicli 
he ran tliree-ipiarters of a mile in tlie mml with 
tlie lieavy Aveiglit up, in 1:12 and a fraction. 

As a tlin*e-year-old he did not race imieli, but 
among his otlier victories tliat year, he won the 
(’aiiadian Di*rh.v at Fort Erie and as a four-year-old 
he Avon the Spencer llanuirau at Saratoga, and tiie 
Toronto (’up. His total winnings amounted to 
$.52.«MK>. and to date ids progeny lias Avon $79,638. 
Eddie Whyte trained Martimas for all his important 
races, and ho avus ridden by Harry Lewds in the 
majority of the e\ents in which he started. 

Altlioiigli as a sire lie has served a limited number 
of mares, lie lias sired tAA’o King’s Plate Avin 

ners. and several other liorses that proved stake 
Avinners. He Avas the sire of Slip|M*r Day, the fast 
est fill.v that Avas OA'er bred in Canada, and avoi 
nearly $10,000 for Sir Jolin Hendrie; Glimmer, an 
otlier guild Avinner; Splutter. Sldnionese, and many 
otliers. He Avas bred by Jennings and Enrigiit at 
tlie Ehnendorf Stud in Kentueky, and Ids produce 
Avith tlie wiiiidngs of each follow:

Golden List widcli 
had lieen closest to tlio paeemaker for tlie first 
Iialf of the route, Ava< overliauled li.v Pierrot and 
tlie latter seemed to haA'o tlie race at his ineri\v 
Avhen Sliooting Star. Avhiih iiad lK*en on the outside 
of ids opponents all tlie wa.v. closed up AA'ilh a great 
rush and got his head in front in tin* last strides. 

It Avas a day of surprises at Oriental Park, onl.v 
one favorite Droll, in the three-quarters iiandicai». 
getting home in front. Avhile Stonington at 10 to 1. 
RuiiAvay 7 to 1 and Shooting Star 8 to 1 Avere siic- 
ce.ssful after hard fouglit contests. 3'lie nuing 
AA'as keenly contested throughout and the nttendanve 

g«MKl. 

Tlie two-year-old race, Avhicli opened the dav’s 
siwrt. resulted in good competition, but n disap- 
])ointment to the sf>e«*nlators. Tlie Avinner turned 
up ill .1. (iriffitli’s hroAvn filly Scylla, wideli Avas 
rushed into tlie lead by Carndl ininiediatel.v after ^ 
flag fall and held her advantage to the eiid, hut 
had to Ik* hard ridden to bi*at Otisco by a length 
and a half. The latter headed a elose Imiiili, 
made up of Lord Byron, Wall Street, Sargon II. 
and Quin, wliieh were lapiwd on one nnotlier at 
the finisii. Had Otisco fared lK*tter in tlie earlier 
part of the race, slie would have given the winner 
still closer comiietition. Wall Street, the favorite, 
never could get up to the first flight. 

Droll AA’as an easy Avinner in the selling handieap 
at tliree-quarters. Goi>dinan’s mare AAaited on 
Yorkville and Owaua and Avent to the front Avhen 
Ids rider Avas ready.

Yorkville tired and Avas bi'.-iten two lengtlis 
li.v Owana. 

The fourth race was marked by fatal iiijurj- to 
I. M. Hedrick’s seven -.vear-old gelding .Napier. 
Avhich Avas kicked Avhile at at the post by I.nke 
Van Zaudt and after running a Iialf mile pulled 
up Avith a biokeu leg. 3'he horse was then de- 
stroyed.

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

A correspondent of an English paper objects to 
such names as The Hun and Iron Cross for race 
horses.

President Wilson’s rei»resentations to the Indlig 
erent iKiwers. in the interest of an early terinina 
tion of tlie great Europetiii War, is in tlie form of 
an official coniinnnication to every Ixdligerent, sug- 
gesting a comparison of views as to terms on which 
peace might I>e concluded and of the guarantees j 
which might lx* given to insure the world against 
a repetition of the conflict. The important points 
in the president’s note are: Assertion that the 

lM‘ace suggestion is ail va need in the most friendl.v 
spirit to all the nations at war. D<‘claration that 
the action taken is in part based uimui <*oncerii for 
the earl.v conclusion of the war arising out of a 
manifest necessity to determine liow liest to safe- j 
guard .Vmerican interests should the war continue. 
Disavowal tliat the president’s action has an.v con- 
nection with the recent overtures of the central 
powers. Suggestion that all the belligerents ex- 
press explicitly their resp<*ctive views as to the 
terms ni>on which the war may be concluded and 
the arrangements which would bo det'med satis- 
factory as a guaranty against its renewal or similar 
confiii'ts in the future. Statement of a willing- 
ness on tlie i»art of the president to serve in any 
way to facilitate iK‘ace. Expression of the view 
that the objects for which each sidi* is fighting 
are identical. Announcement that the .\ineri<-an 
lK*opIe stand read.v and even eag»*r to relieve the 
smaller and weaker peoples of the world of the 
lM*ril of wrong ;ind violence. Reference to the in- 
timate interest of the .Xmerlcan |»eople in the con- 
clusion of the war. lest it should iK'ccnie tm» Lite 
to at'coinplish the greater things which lie beyond 
its <*oncInsion; lest the situation of mailral nations, 
now exeeediiigl.v hard to endure, lx* rendered alto- 
getiier intiderable. :in<I lest, more than all. an in- 
jury be done civiIiz:ition itself which can never 
be atoned for or repaired, Decl.-iration that the 
president feels altogether justified in suggesting an 
immediate opixirtunit.v for a <*oniparison of views 
as to the t<*rms. wiiich must precede the ultimate 
arnmgements for the i>oace of the world. Urgent 
suggestion that tlie authoritative spokesmen of each 
side shall proclaim the precise objects which would, 
if attained, satisf.v them and their people. Dis- 
avowal that the president is pro]M>King peace or 
even offering mediation, and declaration that he is 
merely proixising that soniulings lx* taken in order 
to establish how near the “haven of ix?uce’’ may 
be.
